STATEMENT  OF  OBJECTS  AND  REASONS 

The  Uttar  Pradesh  Subordinate  Services  Selection  Commission  Act,  2006  (U  P.  Act  no.  < of  2006) 
has  been  enacted  to  Provide  for  the  establishment  of  a Subordinate  Services  Selection  Comm, ss, on  for 
certain  categories  of  Subordinate  Services  and  for  matters  connected  therewith  or  me, dental  there  o 
sub-section  (I)  of  section  9 of  the  said  Act  provides  that  the  Chainnan  or  every  other  Member  shall  hold 
office  for  a term  of  five  years  from  the  date  he  assumes  off.ee  or  till  he  attains  the  age  of  sudy-five  yearn 
whichever  is  earlier.  Since  the  term  of  office  of  the  Chairman  and  every  Member  of  the  Uttar  Pradesh 
Public  Services  Commission  is  six  years,  it  has  been  decided  to  amend  the  said  Ac.  to  increase  the  term  of 
office  of  the  Chairman  and  other  Members  from  five  years  to  six  years  so  as  to  maintain  the  uniformity  in 
the  terms  of  office  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  both  the  said  Commissions. 

The  Uttar  Pradesh  Subordinate  Services  Selection  Commission  (Amendment)  Bill,  2006  is 
introduced  accordingly.
